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DETAILED ACTION 

This is the second office action for U.S. Application 10/698,373 for a Holder for 
Grease Gun filed on November 3, 2003 Claims 1, 5-10, and 21-32 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

Newly submitted Claims 21-32 directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: Applicant is 
claiming a grease gun holder in combination with a grease gun, when a grease gun 
holder alone was originally claimed. In addition to the added element of a grease gun, 
claim 21 contains the additional limitation that the body of the grease gun is above the 
tray. Claim 28 contains limitations to the holder, which are different than the holder 
originally claimed in claim 1 . 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 21-32 are withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 
821.03. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 5-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent 3,224,720 to Hain. Hain discloses a holder that can hold a grease gun with 
a wall mount (13) for securement to an upright surface and a clip device (17) mounted 
on the wall mount for securably receiving a tubular body. There is a nozzle holder 
(upper portion of 13 containing holes 14) supported on the wall mount that can secure 
the nozzle of a grease gun, and a tray (16) supported on the wall mount below the 
nozzle holder and clip in respective vertical alignment with each of the nozzle holder 
and clip device. The tray has side walls that form a receptacle that can contain a liquid 
therein and the nozzle holder has a cradle that lies parallel to the wall mount. The wall 
mount comprises a mounting plate and the clip device is spaced outwardly from the 
mounting plate with the nozzle holder located directly adjacent the mounting plate. The 
clip device has a pajr of flanges spaced apart from one another to define a spring clip 
and there is an interior profile for conforming to a shape of a cylindrical body. The 
mounting plate has apertures (15) therein and supports the clip device at one end and 
the tray projects outwardly from the plate at an opposite end from the clip device.
